Those two matches between Hongkong 
and Shanghai two years ago-sct a high 
standard’ for’ Interport soccer; a stan- 
dard which was not :cqualled at Hong- 
kong i in last.year’s match and. which was 
dy no. means approached on Saturday |_ 
atternoon... Saturday’s game, in which

AND CRITICISMS.

Gash. was ‘inclined ‘to -be *erratio—a.

Dailey was. the weak spot in the Home 
fdrward line, all the members of which 
‘gave’ a disappointing display, In- 
dividually; they may have been good, but 
there was little of-that combination we 
expect in an.
